Osceola Mill To Double Capacity — 


County Endorses 
Rail Extension In 
The Sugar Section 


County Commissioners tis 
week told representatives of two 
railroads they were deeply inte- 
rested in seeing rail lines extended 
into the Everglades farming sec- 
tions—but ‘they declined to 
dorse that it be done by any cer- 
tain railroad. 

The board heard Philip Beverly 
representing the Atlantic Coast 
Line and John Corbett, represent- 
ing the Florida East Coast. 

ACL, according to Beverly, two 
months ago made application to 
exterid its present Glades facili- 
ties by about 13 miles into the 
heart of the cane growing area. 

The FEC, according to Corbett, 
said it has plans of extending its 
Glades lines by another 18 miles 
to serve sugar interests. Tue new 
rail line, Corbett, said, would cost 
about $2 million and that the FEC 
is ready, able and willing to build. 

Corbett admitted that his com- 
pany only filed application to build 
days ago. 

Questioning the two representa- 
tives, Commissioner Paul Rardin, 
Canal Point, wanted to know who 
was going to pay costs of con- 
struction, the railroads or farming 
interests. He pointed out that a 
spur. line built to the Glades 
Sugar House cost the firm $155,- 
000. Both rail. representatives as- 
sured Commissioner Rardin that 
extensions will be paid for by the 
railroads. í 

Final vote of the commission on 
the project was for a strong reso- 
lution to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and Florida Railroad 
Commission, stating a . critical 
need for additional transportation 
to serve a fast-expanding sugar 
industry nd to help promote furth- 
ér development of the Glades.

The sugar boom continues in the 
Lake Okeechobee Farming Region. 
Sugar cane is being planted on 
land heretofore planted in sweet 
corn and other tender vegetables. 
This week Osceola Farms, inc., l0- 
cated five miles east of Canal 
Point, announces doubling of mii! 
capacity for the year 1964-65. 

High officials of Osceola said 
yesterday that finances have been 
worked out and that several local 
farmers will join Osceola in plant- 
ing an additional 8,600 acres of 
sugar cane for the 1964-65 harvest 
season. Osceola will plant more 
han 2,000 additional acres and 
Jocal growers will plant plots from 
80 acres by one farmer up to 1600 
by another local group. A couple 
of the local growers will plant as 
much as 800 additional acres and 
there will be several smaller plots.

SOUTH MIAMI — The “foun- 
tain of youth” may have been lo- 
cated in St. Augustine—but there 
are a lot of people who would 
argue that it’s in South Miami!
